'Prime  Minister  Shimon  Peres  has 
decided  to  relieve  Finance  Minister 

Yitzhak  Moda’i  of  responsibility  for 
negotiations  on  a package  deal  be- 
tween the  government,  the  Histad- 
rut  and  the  manufacturers,  reliable 
sources  told  The  Jerusalem  Post 
yesterday.  The  sources  added  that 
Peres  wQI  deal  with  the  talks  himself 
from  now  on. 

The  prime  minister’s  decision  has 
caused  tension  between  him  and 
Moda’i,  the  sources  said.  “The  fi- 
l^jance  minister  is  not  exactly  happy 
»*  with  the  situation,”  they  said. 

--  Moda’i  will  nqw  concentrate  on 
budget  matters,  the  sources  said.  He 
will  still  be  involved'in  the  package- 
deal  negotiations  bnt  wSl  not  have 
any  decision-making  power  on  con- 
troversial issues. 

The  three-way  package  deal  is 
intebded  to  slow  inflation  and  sal- 
vage shrinking  foreign-currency  re- 
serves. 

■■  Meanwhile,  teams  from  the  Treas- 


ury, the  Bank  of  Israel  and  the 
Manufacturer’s  Association  yester- 
day continued  to  look  for  a com- 
promise on  the  reduction  of  interest 
rates.  The  industrialists  have  deman- 
ded the  reduction  as  a condition  for 
their  agreement  to  a package  deal. 

If  a compromise  on  interest  is 
reached,  the  government  will  ask  the 
Histadrat  to  renew  formal  negotia- 
tions on  a package  deal 

Though  some  points  are  stxQ  unde- 
cided, the  government  will  probably 
accept  some  of  the  labour  federa- 
tion’s proposals  on  the  deal.  This 
would  lead  to  an  accord  freezing 
prices  and  wages  feu*  three  months 
and  reducing  interest  rates.  Wage 
earners  would  give  up  part  of  their 
cost-of-living  increment,  and  some 
type  of  levy  would  be  imposed  on  the 
self-employed.

Israel  Bonds  sales  slump  in 
wake  of  foreign  press  reports

Sales  of  Israel  Bonds  to  U.S.  insti- 
tutional investors  have  slumped  by. 
one  third,  following  publication  of 
reports  in  the  American  news  media 
that  the  Israeli  government  would 
accept  an  American  offer  of  a six- 
month  moratorium  on  repayments 
of  interest  and  principal  on  Israel’s 
debt.

;The  U.S.  yesterday  transferred  to 
Israel  SI. 2 billion,  the  entire  U.S. 
aid  grant  for  civilian  purposes  for  the 
next  fiscal  yer.  This  is  the  largest  sum 
the  U .S.  has  ever  granted  to  Israel  at 
one  time,  Kol  Yisrael  radio  said. 

In  the  past  U.S.  aid  was  split  up 
into  a number  of  payments  over  the 
course  of  the  fiscal  year,  but  this  year 
Congress  and  the  administration 
agreed  to  transfer  the  entire  sum  at 
the  beginning  of  the  U.S.  fiscal  year. 


total  sales  to  institutions  so  far  this 
year  are  at  the  $100  million  mark, 
compared  with  S150m.  in  the  corres- 
ponding period  of  1983.

Baram  beats  Hadsh  in 

for  Labour  sec.-gen.

After  a neck-and-neck  race  with 
Knesset  Member  Michael  Harish, 
MK  Uzi  Baram  was  yesterday 
chosen  as  the  Labour  Party’s 
secretary-general.  Baram  received 
358  votes,  to  Harish’s  352. 

The  other  two  candidates,  Histad- 
rut central  committee  members  Gi- 
deon Ben- Yisrael  and  Shaul  Ben- 
Shimshon,  came  for  behind,  with 
Ben- Yisrael  getting  159  votes  and 
Ben-Shimshon  71. 

“Despite  Prime  Minister  Shimon 
Peres's  declared  neutrality  there  was 
an  effort  to  create  the.  impression 
that  he  supported  Harish,"  Baram 
said  afterwards,  “It  is  to  the  honour 


of  the  central  committee  members 
that  they  voted  freely  without  being 
pressured  on  the  issue." 

More  than  900  Labour  Party  cen- 
tral committee  members  turned  out 
for  the  elections,  filling  Ohel  Sbem 
Hall  in  Tel  Aviv. 

Peres,  in  a speech  to  the  commit- 
tee before  the  elections,  said  that  he 
would  not  intervene  and  would  let 
every  member  vote  according  to  his 
or  her  judgement.  “Whoever  wins 
will  have  my  frill  support  and  assist- 
ance," Peres  said. 

Peres  commended  outgoing 
secretary-general  Haim  Bar-Lev. 
who  had  served  the  party  for  six 
years  “with  devotion,  integrity,  pati- 
ence and  grace.”  (Picture  - Page  2) 


NEW  DELHI  (Reuter).  - Indian 
Prime  Minister  Indira  Gandhi 
was  assassinated  yesterday  by 
three  Sikh  members  of  her  body- 
guard in  apparent  revenge  for 
the  storming  of  the  Sikh  Golden 
Temple  by  the  Indian  Army  in 
June. 

Within  nine  hours,  Gandhi's 
40-year-old  son  Rajiv  was  sworn 
in  to  succeed  her  as  prime  minis-, 
ter.  Rajiv  had  been  a general 
secretary  of  his  mother's  Con- 
gress (I)  party  since  1983  and  had 
been  groomed  for  the  succes- 
sion. 

Officials  said  three  Sikh  guards 
attacked  Gandhi  as  she  was  walking 
from  her  Delhi  home  to  her  office. 
Two  were  armed  with  a pistol  and  a 
submachine  gun,  and  they  were  shot 
dead  when  fellow  guards  opened  fire 
to  defend  Gandhi. 

The  officials  said  the  third 
assailant  was  arrested. 

Gandhi,  66.  was  hit  by  four  bullets 
in  the  stomach  and  three  in  the  chest. 
She  was  rusbed  to  hospital  and 
surgeons  fought  for  two  hours  to 
save  her  lifo.  but  she  died  on  the 
operating  table. 

“We . have  taken  our  revenge. 
Long  live  the  Sikh  religion.  This  is 
the  act  of  the  entire  Sikh  sect,"  a 
telephone  caller  told  a foreign  news 


agency  in  New  Delhi. 

Four  months  ago.  Gandhi  ordered 
the  army  to  storm  the  Golden  Tem- 
ple in  Amritsar,  the  Sikhs'  holiest 
shrine,  to  crush  extremists  who  had 
been  waging  a violent  campaign  for  a 
separate  Sikh  state  in  their  Punjab 
homeland. 

At  least  800  people  died  in  the 
June  6 battle. 

The  Press  Trust  of  India  (PTT) 
news  agency  said  Gandhi's  funeral 
.was  expected  to  be  on  Saturday  and 
12  days  of  official  mourning  would 
start  today.  Gandhi's  body  is  to  be 
cremated. 

Security  forces  threw  a cordon 
around  the  All-India  Institute  of 
Medical  Sciences,  the  hospital  where 
Gandhi  died,  and  around  her  home 
as  several  thousand  people  gathered 
for  news.

Gandhi  had  been  facing  growing 
problems  not  only  in  Punjab  but  also 
in  Jammu  and  Kashmir,  a mainly 
Moslem  state  bordering  Pakistan. 
She  had  successfully  staved  off  calls 
for  autonomy  from  opposition  gov- 
ernments in  Tamil  Nadn  state  in  the 
south  and  West  Bengal  in  the  east. 

A senior  official  told  reporters: 
“India  was  teetering  on  the  brink  of 
a precipice  and  Gandhi’s  sudden 


removal  from  the  helm  may  well 
push  it  over  the  edge." 

He  added:  “She  made  enemies 
because  of  her  firm  handling  of  crises 
and  her  refusal  to  bow  to  pressure. 
But  there  was  nobody  to  match  her 
in  holding  India  together.” 

Several  Indian  cities  came  to  a 
virtual  standstill.  Crowds  surged  into 
the  streets  and  most  shops  and 
businesses  closed.  Some  people 
cried,  others  shouted  “Long  Live 
Gandhi”  when  All-India  Radio 
announced  she  had  been  shot.  There 
were  reports  of  Hindus  assaulting 
Sikhs  on  the  streets  of  the  capital. 

Official  sources  identified  two  of 
the  assassins  as  Bains  Singh  and 
Satwant  Singh  and  said  they  were 
members  of  a special  bodyguard 
known  as  the  Delhi  Armed  Police 
Co  ns  tabular  ly. 

First  reports  had  said  there  were 
only  two  gunmen  and  that  they  sur- 
rendered to  security  forces  after 
shooting  Gandhi.  Officials  later 
identified  three  killers  and  said  they 
were  all  Sikhs. 

In  Amritsar,  five  Sikh  high  priests 
issued  a statement  condemning  the 
murder  and  calling  on  people  to 
maintain  communal  harmony. 

Opposition  leaders,  expressing 
shock  and  anger  at  the  killing,  said 
Gandhi  died  because  of  a security 
breakdown  at  her  southwest  New 
Delhi  home.

Shamir,  Deputy  Premier  David 
Levy,  and  Science  Minister  Gideon 
Patt  of  the  Liberals  all  reportedly 
aired  their  dissatisfaction  at  the 
forum  yesterday  over  Peres's  moves 
on  such  matters  as  Taba  and  the 
projected  Palestinian  bank  in  the 
West  Bank.

The  Foreign  Ministry  yesterday 
voiced  regret  over  the  assassination 
of  Indian  Prime  Minister  Indira 
Gandhi  and  called  it  a “direct  result 
of  a wave  of  world  tenor.” 

The  Foreign  Ministry  spokes- 
man's office  issued  a statement 
saying  “we  are  sorry  abont  the  death 
of  one  of  the  leaders  of  the  Third 
World.  This  is  a direct  result  of  a 
world  terror  against  which  action 
must  be  taken.” 

Prime  Minister  Shimon  Peres  was 
sending  a telegram  of  condolence  to 
the  Indian  government,  his  spokes- 
man, Uri  Savir,  said. 

Israel  has  no  diplomatic  relations 
with  India  but  has  maintained  a 
consulate  in  Bombay  since  the 
1950s. 


In  London,  British  Prime  Minister 
Margaret  Thatcher,  who  narrowly 
missed  death  in  an  IRA  bombing 
two  weeks  ago,  sent  a telegram  to 
New  Delhi  condemning  “this  bar- 
baric and  treacherous  deed.” 

Queen  Elizabeth,  head  of  the  48- 
nation  commonwealth  of  Britain  and 
its  former  colonies,  sent  Indian  pres- 
ident Zail  Singh  a message  saying 
she  was  “profoundly  shocked...  The 
world  and  the  commonwealth  have 
lost  one  of  their  most  distinguished 
leaders." 

In  London's  Southall  district, 
home  of  some  75.000  Indians,  shop- 
keepers and  the  Hindu  temple  shut 
their  doors. 

But  some  Sikhs  were  seen  distri- 
buting candies . a sign  of  celebration , 
Press  Association,  the  domestic 
news  agency,  reported. 


In  Washington,  President  Reagan 
and  Secretary  of  State  George  Shultz 
visited  the  Indian  Embassy  yester- 
day morning  to  personally  express 
condolences  on  Gandhi's  assassina- 
tion. 

Reagan  said  earlier  that  Gandhi's 
“senseless  murder  serves  as  a vivid 
reminder  of  the  terrorist  threat  we 
all  confront."

Walter  Mondale  issued  a statement 
declaring  that  Gandhi's  death  “is  a 
blow  to  the  cause  of  democracy 
throughout  the  world.”

Syrians  want  arrangement 
in  S.  Lebanon,  Rabin  says

Defence  Minister  Yitzhak  Rabin 
said  yesterday  he  had  reason  to  be- 
lieve that  Syria  would  welcome  an 
agreement  with  Israel  on  southern 
Lebanon. 

Briefing  the  Knesset  Foreign 
Affairs  and  Defence  Committee, 
Rabin  said  that  the  U.S.  was  wilting 
to  act  as  a go-between  to  facilitate  an 
understanding  between  Israel  and 
Syria. 

“There  is  no  such  thing  as  a good 
solution  to  the  Lebanon  question  as 
for  as  we  are  concerned,”  he  told  the 


committee.  “The  most  we  can  wislk 
for  is  to  make  the  best  of  a bad  job." 

Rabin  said  it  would  not  be  possible 
to  work  out  any  arrangement  on 
Lebanon  without  Syria  agreement. 

“Direct  agreement  .with  Lebanon 
is  out  of  the  question,  he  said. 

For  that  reason,  Rabin  explained, 
the  only  possible  arrangement  is  to 
have  the  South  Lebanon  Army 
(SLA)  along  the  border,  with  Unifil 
stationed  alongside  the  SLA  further 
north. 

He  said  that  while  it  was  true  that 
the  Israel  Defence  Forces  could  pre-

NEW  DELHI  (AP).  - At  least  15 
Sikhs  were  injured  yesterday  in  vio- 
lent clashes  with  Hindu  mobs  as 
Indians  lamented  the  assassination 
of  Prime  Minister  Gandhi. 

Outside  the  hospital  where  Gan- 
dhi’s body  lay  tinder  heavy  guard,  a 
gathering  of  more  than  100,000 
mourners,  mostly  Hindus,  erupted 
into  violence  between  Hindus  and 
Sikhs,  some  of  whom  earlier  had 
been  reportedly  celebrating  the 
assassination  by  passing  out  sweets. 

Hindus  beat  Sikhs  with  rods  and 
chains  outside  the  All-India  Institute 
of  Medical  Sciences,  shouting,  “Kill 
them,  kill  them,”  eyewitnesses  re- 
ported.

In  other  areas  of  the  Indian  capit- 
al, tensions  flared  as  the  official 
announcement  of  the  leader's  death 
was  broadcast  on  state  radio.  Arson- 
ists destroyed  buses  and  cars,  while 
rampaging  Hindus  set  fire  to  Sikh 
shops  and  attacked  their  shrines. 

One  Sikh  shrine  was  set  afire  in 
New  Delhi  and  eyewitness  reports 
said  Hindus  attacked  a second  with 
stones. 

At  least  15  Sikhs  were  wounded, 
including  one  seriously,  in  street 
battles,  according  to  one  hospital 
medical  duty  officer. 

“She  saved  the  Sikhs  from  Pakis- 
tan during  the  war."  charged  one 
Hindu  outside  the  hospital.  “She 
gave  them  all  the  benefits  and  this  is 
how  this  cursed  community  repaid 
her.” 

Punjab,  where  most  of  India’s 
Sikh’s  live,  bordeis  rival  Pakistan, 
with  whom  India  has  f -cbt  three 
wars  in  the  last  37  years. 


Sikh  extremists,  who  have  sought 
political  and  religious  autonomy, 
had  vowed  revenge  after  Gandhi 
ordered  the  army  into  the  Golden 
Temple,  the  holiest  Sikh  shrine,  in 
Amritsar  last  June  in  a bloody 
assault  that  claimed  hundreds' of 
lives. 

The  Sikhs,  a breakaway  Hindu 
sect,  comprise  approximately  13  mil- 
lion of  India's  740  million  residents. 

Violent  clashes  also  were  reported 
in  other  areas  around  the  already 
strife-ridden  nation. 

Reports  from  at  least  three  diffe- 
rent cities  in  northern  and  eastern 
India  said  angry  mobs  clashed  with 
stones  and  sticks  as  police  were 
alerted  to  quell  further  antagonism 
between  Hindus  and  Sikhs. 

Eight  buses  and  several  tram  cars 
were  set  afire  in  Calcutta,  the  United 
News  of  India  reported,  and  Hindu 
youths  set  fire  to  two  Sikh  shops  and 
assaulted  some  Sikhs  in  eastern 
Bihar  state.

Danot  now  faces  an  immediate 
cash  crisis,  since  the  515m.  that  Gil 
and  Kimche  had  prepared  for  the 
first  stage  of  the  deal  were  destined 
to  pay  the  company's  debts  to  Bank 
Leumi,  and  the  bank  had  allowed 
Danot  to  continue  operating  nor- 
mally on  the  understanding  that  it 
would  shortly  receive  the  money. 

The  Danot  story  was  already  com- 


plicated before  the  latest  develop- 
ments. But  against  the  rapidly 
worsening  economic  background, 
and  with  flue  addition  of  the  OH  debt 
problem,  it  is  becoming  far  more 
involved. 

The  Danot  investment  company 
was  founded  in  1980  by  11  business- 
men from  Israel  and  abroad,  includ- 
ing some  leading  Israeli  industrialists 
such  as  Marc  Mosevks  of  Elite,  Dov 
Lautman  of  Delta  Textiles.  Yosef 
Pecker  of  Pecker  steel  and  banker 
David  Golan.

ershrp,  they’ll  have  all  their  channels 
of  credit  cut  off.” 

The  threatened  hotels  were  built 
in  the  last  few  years.  Their  financial 
problems  stem  from  their  inability  to 
repay  full  linked  government  loans. 

It  is  quite  possible,  says  Heizel 
Shalem.  president  of  the  Travel 
Agents  Association,  for  a hotel  to 
make  a profit  on  paper  and  still  not 
recoup  its  investment.  Hotels  with 


“rich  daddies”  in  the  form  of  large 
prosperous  chains  or  wealthy  owners 
willing  to  absorb  losses,  may  be  able 
to  survive  their  troubles.  But  others 
will  go  under. 

Widespread  bankruptcy  will  be 
“catastrophic”  for  Israel’s  tourism 
industry,  according  to  Moshe  Amir, 
(Erector  of  the  Hotel  Association. 
“Tourists  shun  a country  where 
hotels  are  having  financial  difficul- 


ties," says  Amir,  pointing  to  a recent 
tourist  slump  in  Puerto  Rico  as  an 
example. 

Amir  says  the  problem  is  that  the 
hotels  only  have  five  years  in  which 
to  repay  their  fully  linked  loans.  It  is 
impossible  for  hotels  to  recoup  their 
investment  in  that  time,  he  said.  In 
other  tourism-oriented  countries, 
such  as  Greece,  Spain,  France  and 
Italy,  hotels  have  20  years  in  which 


the  exchange  that  culminated  in  the 
bank-share  collapse  of  October 
1983. 

Danot’s  statement  for  last  year 
reported  a loss  of  some  $70m.  and 
the  company  fell  heavily  into  debt  at 
a time  when  interest  rates  shot  up. 

The  early  months  of  1984  were 
marked  by  a steady  flow  of  stories  of 
cash-flow  difficulties  and  rumours  of 
a search  for  potential  partners  to 
inject  new  capital  into  the  ailing 
firm.

Israelis  are  saving  less  than  ever 
despite  ail  government  efforts  to 
encourage  savings.  Only  schemes 
offering  linkage  to  the  dollar  are 
attracting  the  public. 

Figures  published  yesterday  by 
the  Central  Bureau  "of  Statistics 
showed  that  the  sums  held  by  the 
public  in  savings  accounts  at  the  end 
of  last  May  were  15.2  per  cent  lower 
than  those  deposited  at  the  end  of- 
1983.  In  fact,  by  the  end  of  last  May. 
savings  balances  had  declined  to 
their  level  three  years  ago. 

The  figures  also  showed  that  at  the 
end  of  1983,  private  savings  consti- 
tuted only  some  22  per  cent  of  total 
incomes,  as  compared  with  27  per 
cent  in  1982  and  34  per  cent  in  1981 . 

According  to  the  bureau,  the  drop 


in  the  savings  rate  was  explained 
the  decline  in  disposable  incor^ 
accompanied  by  a parallel  increase 
in  spending.  Thus.  Israelis  art  not 
only  saving  less,  but  also  deplecine 
past  savings  to  finance  current  cnn1 
sumption. 

The  public  is  also  less  willing  to 
save  in  shekel-denominated  assets 

and  increasingly  prefers  to  invest  :t 
dollar  or  doiiar-iinfced  schemes. 

Thus,  at  the  end  of  19S3.  the  snm$ 
deposited  in  dollar-iinked  saving 
schemes  represented  some  15  ^ 
cent  of  the  total  balances  of  saving 
schemes.  In  1980  these  schemes  retv 
resented  only  9 per  cent  of  the  Cota] 

Saving  schemes  offering  linkage  to 
the  dollar  or  to  the  price  index'also 
underwent  an  increase.  They  rose 
from  3 per  cent  of  savings  schemes 
deposits  in  1981  to  some  12  per  cent 
last  year.

- Administration 
officials  yesrerday  expressed  their 
irritation  over  the  critical  comments 
about  President  Reagan's  1982 
Arab-Israeli  peace  plan  made  Tues- 
day by  U-S.  Ambassador  to  Israel 
Samuel  Lewis  at  Tel  Aviv  Universi- 
ty- 

The  State  Department  issued  a 
formal  statement  noting  that  Lewis, 
a career  diplomat  who  has  served  in 
Tel  Aviv  since  1977.  “was  not  criti- 
cizing the  substance  of  President 
Reagan’s  proposals.” 

The  statement  insisted  “the  press 
reports  we've  seen  do  not  give  a full, 
accurate  account  of  his  discussion." 

The  weight  of  his  remarks  was  the 
missed  opportunities  by  all  parties 
during  the  past  six  years  since  the 
Camp  David  accords  and  peace  trea- 
ty were  signed,  “the  statement  con- 
tinued. The  Administration  and 
Ambassador  Lewis  remain  fullv

committed  to  the  President's  peace 
initiative,  which  in  our  view  offers 
the  most  promising  and  -realistic 
approach  to  peace  in  the  Middle 
East.” 


U.S.  officials  were  surprised  by 
Lewis's  willingness  to  go  public  in 
criticizing  Reagan's  plan,  although 
they  noted  that  the  envoy  had  occa- 
sionally spoken  out  bluntly  on  other 
issues  in  the  past.  “This  is  not  the 
first  time  for  Sam.”  one  U.S.  official 
said,  suggesting  that  Lewis  may  have 
thought  be  was  speaking  off  the 
record. 

Regarding  the  Reagan  plan, 
Lewis  bad  said:  “The  timing,  in  my 
opinion,  was  abysmal,  the  tactics  of 
presentation  worse  and  the  out- 
come, so  far.  nil.” 

White  House  officials  were 
embarrassed  and  upset  by  Lewis’s 
remarks,  especially  coming  near  the 
end  of  the  presidential  election  cam- 
paign. The  remarks  were  widely 
quoted  in  the  American  news  media. 

The  flap  has  tended  to  reinforce 
the  already  widespread  impression 
in  Washington  that  Lewis  is  inclined 
to  wind  up  his  tenure  in  Tel  Aviv 
after  the  upcoming  presidential  elec- 
tion. 

State  department  officials  yester- 
day insisted  that  Reagan  and  Secret- 
ary of  Stare  George  Shultz  main  tain 
“hill  confidence”  in  Lewis.

REHOVOT  (Trim).  - Meir  Agassi 
and  David  Ebrenfeld  were  found 
guilty  by  the  Rehovot  Magistrates' 
Court  here  yesterday  of  removing 
the  remains  of  Tereza  Anghelovici 
from  her  Risbon  Lezion  grave  and 
dumping  them  in  a Moslem 
graveyard  in  Ramie. 

Agassi  and  Ehrenfeld.  both  34. 
were  convicted  of  conspiring  to  com- 
mit a misdemeanour,  violating 
health  regulations  by  tbeir  act.  tres- 
passing on  the  Rishon  and  Ramie 
cemeteries  and  breach  of  trust  for 
using  the  vehicle  of  the  Risbon  Le- 
zion burial  society,  where  they  were 
employed,  to  transfer  the  body. 

Angbelovici's  body  was  taken 
from  her  grave  in  the  Jewish  cemet- 
ery in  Risbon  last  March  following 
objections  by  Haredi  (ultra- 
Orthodox)  circles  to  her  burial 
there,  because  she  had  been  bom  a 
non-Jew  and  bad  never  undergone  a 
Halachic  conversion. 

Court  president  Shlomo  Yifrah 
excoriated  the  two  men  for  the 
numerous  lies  in  their  testimony. 
“You  could  fill  a book  with  their 
lies.”  he  declared. 

But  the  otheT  two  judges  who 
heard  the'  case.  Sarah  Frisch  and 


Yehudn  Farago.  criticized  Adma.

•"  Hirsch;  who  represents  the  World  Union  for 
■Progressive  Judaism  on  the  Executive,  said  that 
■Zionist  Orthodox  schools  should  be  helped  to 
counter  the  anti-Zionist  or  non-Zionist  Orthodox 
-schools. 

The  issue  of  Agency  and  WZO  funding  for 
Orthodox  educational  institutions  — yeshivot  for 
-newly  Orthodox  Jews  in  Israel  and  yeshiva  day  - 
schools  abroad  - was  raised  at  the  Agency’s  board 
of  governors  meeting  in  Jerusalem. 


Avraham  Avifaai,  world  chairman  of  Keren 
Hayesod,  opened  the  discussion,  asking  how 
much  money  was  distributed  to  schools  and  yeshi- 
vot where  the  Hatikva  is  not  sung  and  where  the 
State  of  Israel  is  maligned. 

Hirsch  said  that  although  be  is  a Reform  rabbi, 
.he  understands  that  Orthodoxy  is  not  monolithic, 
and  that  while  some  religious  Jews  oppose  Zion- 
ism, many  support  it. 

Yitzhak  Meir,  chairman  of  the  WZO  Depart- 
ment for  Tora  Education  and  Culture  in  the 
Diaspora,  who  was  asked  to  give  a survey  of  its 
activities,  defended  Orthodoxy,  saying  that  most 
Orthodox  groups  recognize  Israel  as  a “fact  of 
life." 

He  added  that  most  funds  distributed  to  anti- 
Zionist  yeshivot  come  not  through  his  department 
but  from  the  Jewish  Agency  itself. 

Agency  Executive  chairman  Arye  Dulzin  said 
the  Agency’s  job  is  to  preserve  Jews  and  boost 


Jewish  education  and  it  will  continue  to  do  so. 
even  if  tbe  schools  oppose  the  Jewish  state. 

Exact  figures  were  unavailable  on  the  extent  of 
WZO  and  Agency  support  for  these  yeshivot. 

Bnt  board  chairman  Jerrold  Hoffberger  asked 
officials  to  investigate  whether  the  last  Agency 
Assembly  had  only  mentioned,  or  in  fact  passed,  a 
resolution  banning  aid  to  anti-Zionist  institutions.

Report  says  nation  lacks  culture  of  dissent

There  is  a total  lack  of  a “culture 
of  dissent,"  which  is  “threatening 
!lhe  very  existence  of  Israel,”  says  a 
report  submitted  this  week  to  the 
Education  and  Culture  Ministry. 

“In  Israel  there  are  no  ground 
rules,  no  agreed  limits  and  no  guide- 
lines as  to  just  how  far  one  may  go  in 
disagreeing  with  an  opponent,"  says 
^the  author.  David  Dishon,  a 
;■  research-fellow  at  the  Shalom  Hart- 

- man  Institute  in  Jerusalem. 

And  be  warns  of  the  danger  posed 
'by  this  lack  of  tolerance,  under- 
■ standing  and.  indeed,  even  willing- 
ness to  listen  to  those  who  disagree 

, on  any  vital  matter. 

Dishon ’s  study  was  commissioned

the  problem  of  internal  dissent  to  a 
head.  He  feels  that  the  riots  during 
the  evacuation  of  Yamit  in  1982  and 
the  Gronzweig  murder  were  merely 
the  tip  of  tbe  icebeig. 

Dishon  says  that  certain  Orthodox 
elements  are  sometimes  prime 
offenders  against  tolerance ' and 
understanding. 

In  an  interview  with  The  Jeru- 
salem Post,  Dishon  pointed  to  the 
extreme  polarization  of  Israeli  socie- 
ty with  its  political,  ethnic,  social, 
religious  and,  of  late,  economic 
opposing  camps. 

He  fears  tbe  modem  state  of  Israel 


may  crumble  from  within  unless  peo- 
ple learn  to  view  their  opponent  as  a 
partner  in  an  undertaking  and  not  as 
an  obstacle  to  be  removed  at  all 
costs. 

Dishon,  who  came  to  this  country 
in  1973  from  the  U.S..  also  outlines  a 
plan  for  the  encouragement  of  dia- 
logue in  the  schools  — “not 
speeches...  dialogue,"  he  says. 

“Modem  Israel  has  not  developed 
the  cultural  tools  to  deal  with  dis- 
sent,” he  maintains.  “But  in  our  long 
history,  we  Jews  have  examples  of 
having  learned  to  do  this.  The  Hillel- 
Shammai  schools  show  how  debate 
and  dissent  were  a part  of  Jewish  life 
and  even  minority  opinions  are  re- 
corded in  the  Talmud/'

On  Tuesday,  there  was  a violent 
confrontation  between  the  Israel 
Defence  Forces  and  students  on  tbe 
campus,  during  which  soldiers  used 
tear  gas. 

Meanwhile,  although  the  curfew 
on  the  Dehaishe  refugee  camp  was 
lifted  Tuesday  night.  Rabbi  Moshe 
Levinger  of  Hebron  and  several  of 
his  followers  demonstrated  outside 
the  camp  yesterday  to  protest 
against  rock  throwing  by  the  resi- 
dents.

Siegel  responded:  “It's  possible.”

Baby  with  rare  heart  defect  saved

HAIFA.  - Doctors  at  the  Rothschild 
Hospital  here  yesterday  saved  the 
life  of  a premature  baby  whose  ex- 
tremely rare  congenital  heart  defect 
was  diagnosed  in  the  womb. 

The  child  was  bom  by  Caesarian 
section  yesterday  and  immediately 
underwent  an  operation  to  install  a 
temporary  pacemaker  on  his  heart. 
It  was  reportedly  the  first  operation 
of  its  kind  in  the  country. 

Both  operations  went  smoothly 
and  the  little  boy  was  last  night  said 
to  be  in  satisfectop'  condition.  Doc- 
tors are  conducting  tests  to  learn 
whether  his  heart  has  any  structual 
defects.  If  not.  his  chances  of  surviv- 
al are  said  to  be  excellent. 

The  defect,  which  occurs  in  one  in 
27.000  live  births,  was  discovered 


when  the  mother  was  referred  from 
Poriah  Hospital  in  Tiberias  to  Roth- 
schild. which  has  the  only  fetal  echo- 
cardiograph  facility  in  Israel. 

Dr.  Yisrael  Shapiro,  a gynecolog- 
ist specializing  in  this  field,  found 
that  the  fetus  had  a complete  atreo- 
ventricular  block  - a disturbance  in 
the  electrical  impulses  between  the 
chambers  of  the  heart. 

Tbe  defect  in  many  cases  is  associ- 
ated with  cardiac  insufficiency  and  is 
usually  fatal  before  birth. 

Shapiro's  examinations,  however, 
revealed  no  structual  heart  defects 
and  it  was  decided  ro  wait  until  the 
fetus  had  developed  sufficiently  be- 
fore inducing  birth  and  carrying  out 
operation. 

'n  the  meantime,  the  staff  of  the 
&.  ecology  department,  led  by  Pro- 


fessor Merdechai  Sharf,  prepared 
for  the  Caesarian  section  and  for  the 
installation  of  a temporary  pacemak- 
er. This  latter  operation  was  carried 
out  by  Dr.  Edward  Abinader.  head 
of  Rothschild's  cardiology  depart- 
ment. 

After  the  baby  was  born,  a 
cathode  with  a tiny  electrode 
attached  to  the  end  was  inserted 
through  the  femoral  artery  until  it 
reached  the  heart.  It  was  then  con- 
nected to  an  external  pacemaker, 
which  began  to  regulate  the  child's 
heart  beats. 

The  doctors  hope  that  if  the  boy 
does  not  have  anv  structural  heart

damage,  the  impulse  blockage  will 
cure  itself  in  the  course  of  the  next 
few  days.  If  not.  a permanent  pace- 
maker will  have  to  be  implanted. 


Zamir  asks  police  to  enforce  ^ to

In  the  first  attempt  to  enforce  a 
1948  law  forbidding  verbal  support 
of  violence,  Attorney-General  Yit- 
zhak Zamir  yesterday  asked  the 
police  to  investigate  reports  that 
Knesset  Member  Meir  Kahane  had 
praised  the  attackers  of  an  Arab  bus . 
the  Justice  Ministry  spokeman 
announced  yesterday. 

The  announcement  came  a day 
after  Justice  Minister  Moshe  Nissim 
and  Energy  Minister  Moshe  Sbahal 
.agroe^to  hayj^ho  government  sub- 
. jhit  uifasj  inutile  near -future  forbid- 
jdang  racist  incitement: 

Kaba  he,  leader  of  the  Kach  move- 
ment, reportedly  called  the  per- 
petrators of  the  missile  attack  on  an 
Arab  bus  in  Jerusalem  on  Sunday 
“brave  Jewish  men”  and  expressed 
understanding  of  such  acts.  One  man 
was  killed  in  the  bus  attack  and  10 
persons  were  injured. 

Zamir  noted  that  such  praise  of  a 
terrorist  murder  was  apparently  a 
violation  of  the  1948  Order  for  Pre- 
vention of  Terror.  Article  4a  of  the 
order  states  that  a person  who 
“makes  public,  orally  or  in  writing, 
praise,  sympathy  or  support  of  vio- 
lent acts  likely  to  cause  death  or 
injury,  or  threats  of  such  violence”  is 
punishable  by  three  years  in  prison. 


This  article  of  the  law  has  never 
been  enforced,  the  Justice  Ministry 
spokesman  said.  But  because  of  the 
recent  increase  in  cases  of  public 
praise  of  terror,  the  attorney-general 
had  decided  to  ask  the  police  to 
investigate  such  cases. 

The  Taw  against  racism  to  be  sub- 
mitted to  the  Knesset  by  the  govern- 
ment would  forbid  incitement 
against  an  individual  or  group  be- 
cause of  their  race  or  religion , Shah- 
al  and  Nissim  agreed.Tuesday.

AACI  launches  price-patrol  scheme

TEL  AVTV.  - Consumer  action  at 
the  grassroots  level  got  off  to  a fresh 
start  this  week  with  the  publication 
of  “Consumer  Survey  No.  1”  from 
the  southern  region  of  the  Associa- 
tion of  Americans  and  Canadians  in 
Israel.  Tbe  survey  compared  prices 
at  the  Hyper-Kol  and  Super-Shuk 
stores  in  Beenheba  on  October  31, 
and  found  Hyper-Kol  “by  far  cheap- 
er” for  basic  overall  grocery  shop- 
ping. 

Although  the  Beersheba  project 
was  taken  by  local  initiative,  rt  could 
be  considered  the  first  tangible  result 
of  AACI's  national  policy  of  getting 
involved  in  consumerism  at  the  com- 
munity level.  Plans  are  under  discus- 
sion at  the  national  executive  and 
various  regional  offices.  The  Jeru- 
salem Post  has  learned. 

On  a predetermined  list  of  18 
items.  Hyper-Kol  was  less  expensive 
on  13  of  them,  the  survey  found. 
When  two  brands  of  disposable  diap- 
ers were  excluded  from  the  respec- 
tive bills  Hyper-Kol  {which  belongs 
to  the  Super-Sol  chain)  comes  out  6 
per  cent  cheaper  than  Super-Shuk 
(of  the  Co-op  chain).  With  the  diap- 
ers included,  the  differential  was 
only  slightly  in  Hyper-Kol's  favour. 


Yeroham  man  murdered 
by  drinking  companions 

BEER-SHEVA^Itim).  - A 44  year- 
old  Yeroham  resident  was  found 
dead  in  an  abandoned  Yeroham 
apartment  yesterday,  the  apparent 
victim  of  a drunken  brawl. 

The  man,  Shimon  Harman,  an 
alcoholic  with  a criminal  record  for 
passing  bad  checks,  was  killed  by 
severe  blows  to  the  head  and  face. 
The  police  are  holding  two  brothers, 
one  from  Dimona  and  the  other 
from  Yeroham,  as  suspects. 

The  three  had  apparently  been 
drinking  heavily  together  when  a 
fight  broke  out  between  them.  But, 
at  last  report,  the  police  had  been 
unable  to  rouse  the  suspects  from 
their  drunken  stupor  to  interrogate 
them. 


However,  the  survey  says  prices  of 
some  “big-ticket”  items,  particularly 
disposable  diapers,  are  very  volatile, 
with  huge  fluctuations  from  week  to 
week  even  at  the  same  chain.  It 
proposes  setting  up  a “hotline”  at 
AACI  headquarters  for  diaper  con- 
sumers to  develop  a “user-network” 
on  prices. 

The  director  of  the  AACI  con- 
sumer survey  in  Beersheba  is  a for- 
mer New  Yorker.

The  Beersheba  consumer  surveys 
also  intend  to  concentrate  on  parti- 
cularly fields,  such  as  toothpaste,  to 
see  which  brand  offers  the  cheapest 
unit  price,  for  example  - per  gram  of 
hundred  grams  of  whatever.

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Indira  Gandhi — bom  to  politics  and  power 


HEW  DELHI  (AP).  - In  tile  way 
that  some  people  are  bom  to  wealth 
and  others  to  position.  Indira 
Pnyadarshim  Nehru  Gandhi  was 
boro  10  politics  and  power. 

Her  grandfather*  Motiial  Nehru, 
was  an  early  leader  of  the  Ia<fian 

independence  movement.  Her 
father.  Jawaharlal  Nehru,  led  the 
infant  nation  as  prime  minister 
through  its  fin*  17  yean  following 
independence  from  Britain  in  1947. 

Gandhi  won  the  country's  top 
elected  post  four  times,  and,  as  those 
before  her.  she  groomed  her  chil- 
dren to  follow  in  her  path,  sparking 
protests  of  “dynasty." 

Her  years  as  leader  of  India’s 
masses  were  turbulent.  Her  suppor- 
ters spoke  of  her  “political  genius" 
and  of  the  “Gandhi  magic."  Her 
detractors  called  her  a dictator  and 
said  she  knew  little  about  politics, 
only  about  power,  and  cared  little 
about  India,  only  about  remaining  in 
power. 

As  prime  minister,  Gandhi  led 
India  into  the  nuclear  age  (1974, 
when  it  exploded  an  underground 
nuclear  device)  and  into  the  space 
age  ( I98U.  when  it  launched  its  own 
satellite  on  its  own  rocket).  Yet  she 
couldn't  lead  it  out  of  the  bullock- 
can  age. 

Her  governments  made  limited 
headway  against  the  age-old  Indian 
problems  of  hunger,  poverty,  caste, 
basic  sanitation  and  soaring  popula- 
tion. There  were  bitter,  often  violent 
controversies  over  spiraling  prices 
and  charges  of  widespread  official 
corruption  and  the  imposition  of  a 
“national  emergency." 

The  high  point  in  Gandhi's  popu- 
larity’ came  in  late  1971.  when  the 
Indian  army  moved  against  Pakista- 
ni troops  trying  to  quell  the  inde- 
pendence movement  in  then  East 
Pakistan.  The  victory  created  Bang- 
ladesh and  earned  Gandhi  the 
adoration  of  the  Indian  masses. 

But  the  war,  with  its  millions  of 
refugees,  damaged  the  Indian  eco- 
nomy. Drought  and  famine  fol- 
lowed. the  a 1 ready-low  Indian  stan- 
dard of  living  worsened  and  Gan- 
dhi's popularity  faded.  Frustration 
coalesced  into  a popular  movement 
in  1974  led  by  Jayaprakash  Narayan. 
an  elderly  intellectual  and  one-time 
Communist. 

On  June  12. 1975,  the  high  court  in 
Gandhi's  home  city  of  Allahabad 
ruled  in  a case  brought  by  a defeated 
political  opponent  that  she  had  ille- 
gally used  the  services  of  govern- 
ment officials  in  her  1971  election 
campaign.  The  verdict  earned  a 
mandatory  six-year  ban  on  holding 
elective  office,  but  the  supreme 
court  stayed  the  ban  pending  appeal . 

Two  weeks  later,  reacting  to  de- 
mands that  she  resign,  Gandhi  de- 
clared a national  emergency. 
Narayan  and  thousands  of  other 
Gandhi  opponents  were  jailed,  civil 
rights  were  curtailed  and  rigid  cen- 
sorship clamped  on  the  press. 

During  the  next  21  months,  her 
regime  tightened  governmental 
powers  of  preventive  detention, 
forced  many  unwilling  people  to 
undergo  sterilization  operations, 
destroyed  tens  of  thousands  of  slum 
houses  in  “beautification"  cam- 
paigns and  retroactively  rewrote  the 
Indian  constitution  to  make  it  all 
legal. 

Gandhi  unexpectedly  ended  the 
emergency  and  called  elections  in 
1977.  But  the  Draconian  measures, 
particularly  the  steriliza£on  cam- 
paign, brought  a crushing  defeat  that 
gave  the  prime  ministership  to  her 
old  rival,  Morarji  Desai. 

Gandhi  remained  active  and  tried 
to  reassert  control  over  the  Congress 
puny.  Rebuffed,  she  mobilized  her 
supporters  and  formed  a new  party, 
the  Indira  Congress,  which  won  two 
state  elections  in  Feb  ur ary  197S. 

The  victories  re-established  her  as 
a major  political  figure  and  were  the 
springboard  to  a sweeping  victory  in 
the  January  1980  general  election 
that  restored  her  as  prime  minister. 

After  Gandhi's  re-election,  her 
party  erased  official  records  of  her 
expulsion  from  parliament  and 
halted  the  half-h caned  attempts  by 
Desai  s government  to  prosecute  her 
for  corruption  and  misuse  of  power. 

Like  her  father.  Gandhi  took  a 
leading  role  on  the  world  stage.  She 
became  chairman  of  the  101-nation 
Non-Aligned  Movement  last  year 
and  was  a nominee  for  the  1984 
Nobel  peace  prize. 

She  was  an  outbroken  advocate  of 
nuclear  disarmament  and  North- 
South  dialogue.  But  she  had  trouble 
keeping  the  peace  at  home,  and  the 
last  few  months  of  her  life  were 
among  the  most  turbulent  of  her 

career.

“But  I am  not  afraid  of  these  things."  she  said.  “I  dcr:':  mrod  if  my  life  goes 
in  the  service  of  the  nation." 


At  the  conference.  Rajiv  lashed 
out  at  opposition  of  both  right  and 
left,  and  assisted  his  mother  in  for- 
mulating an  election  strategy  based 
on  what  the  party  calls  “mass  con- 
tact" with  voters.

No  decision  is  expected  in  the  nc.ir 
future,  but  Blizovskv  stressed  tha1 
the  exchange  rate  insurance" 
scheme,  which  is  based  on  the  pre- 
sent currency  basket,  “would  con- 
tinue to  be  the  main  instrument  tor 
encouraging  expons  in  I9.S5  " He 
:j Iso  admitted,  however,  tha:  the 
details  had  yet  to  be  worked  i*ut  and 
approved.  '‘This  must  be  done  rapid- 
ly. for  we  are  fast  approaching  the 
new  calendar  year,  and  exporters 
must  plan  their  future  steps 
today."  At  present,  there  are  tri_- 
currencies  in  the  "basket  " The  dol- 
lar accounts  for  35  per  cent  of  the 
basket:  the  pound  sterling  for  25  per 
cent:  the  German  mark  for  2i'  per 
cent:  the  French  franc  for  12  per  cent 
and  the  Dutch  guilder  for  5 per  cent. 

Due  to  the  predominance  of  the 
American  dollar  (which  has  been 
strengthening  for  a considerable 
period),  and  the  steady  weakening 
of  the  European  currencies,  expor- 
ters to  Europe  feel  that  they  are  not 


cetting  sufficient  compensation  to 
cover  the  losses  due  to  the  falling 
value  of  the  European  currencies. 

Both  speakers  stressed  that  the 
international  commercial  situation 
was  in  a state  of  unusual  flux,  in  the 
African  and  South  American  coun- 
tnev  there  were  political  disturb- 
ance^. which  could,  and  did.  cause 
losses  to  exporters.  In  the  U.S.  and 
Europe,  there  was  a recession,  with 
l.i rgc  numbers  of  importers  filing  for 
bankruptcy.  Moreover,  there  was  a 
constant  shin  to  the  value  of  curren- 
cies. And  the  value  of  the  American 
dollar  was  expected  to  fall  vis-S-vis 
the  European  currencies  after  the 
American  elections. 

“We  are  constantly  re-examining 
the  international  political  and  com- 
mercial situation,  so  we  can  mini- 
mize iosse>  " Kamir  said.  Blizovsky 
added  that  he  was  sure  that  foreign 
exporters  were  doing  the  same  in 
regard  To  Israel.  Bin  so  far.  although 
exporter},  to  Israel  were  “more  cau- 
tious than  a year  or  two  ago.  they  still 
considered  Israel  a good  risk." 

In  lc,$3'84  the  amount  of  goods 
insured  by  the  corporations  in- 
creased by  seven  per  cent,  and  stood 
at  million.  Part  of  the  increase 
was  due  to  more  exports,  but  most  of 
it  stemmed  irom  the  fact  that  more 
and  more  exporters  were  turning  to 
the  corporation  to  insure  their  ship- 
ments. At  present,  the  corporation 
had  issued  policies  to  2.300  expor- 
ters. 

During  IVS3  S4.  the  corporation 
paid  out  $2.2*m.  to  cover  commer- 


cial losses,  and  S7.6m.  on  account  of 
political  losses.  It  was  stressed  that 
the  "sharp  rise  in  political  losses  was 
probably  a one-time  phenomenon 
due  to  the  troubles  which  had  hit  the 
South  American  and  African  coun- 
tries." 

However,  more  important  than 
the  sums  paid  out,  was  the  fact  that 
claims  had  been  filed  on  $7. 15m. 
worth  of  commercial  losses,  and 
S37.2m.  on  political  losses.  (Most  of 
the  latter  is  in  Africa. ) 

Blizovsky  noted  that  since  April  1 . 
1984.  the  corporation  bad  changed 
its  method  of  payment.  Formerly,  it 
had  paid  on  the  basis  of  export 
documents;  now  it  was  paying  on  the 
receipt  of  actual  foreign  currency 
transfers  to  the  Israeli  exporters. 
However,  while  payments  had  been 
made  every  three  months  in  the  past, 
now  they  were  being  made  every  two 
months. 

The  corporation  itself  lost  (figures 
adjusted  for  inflation)  some 
S 900. 000  in  19S3/S4.  compared  to  a 
profit  of  Sl.lm.  in  the  previous  year. 
However.  Kamir  explained  that  "the 
loss  was  a technical  matter."  since 
the  accounts  were  balanced  every 
four  vears.  and  not  annually  due  to

Haim  Shiff  blames  gov’t  for 
‘catastrophic’  state  of  tourism

TEL  AVIV.  - Hotelier  Haim  Shiff 
yesterday  blasted  the  government 
and  other  hoteliers  for  doing  nothing 
to  save  tourism,  which  is  in  a "catas- 
trophic state. " 

“The  government  must  be  made 
aware  of  ihe  terrible  state  our  tour- 
ism is  in.  The  Tourism  Ministry  must 
revamp  or  close  down  many  of  its 
offices  around  the  world  and  invest 
the  money  in  live  and  active  tourism 
promotion.  But  so  far  all  the  govern- 
ment has  done  has  only  made  mat- 
ters worse,"  he  told  a press  confer- 
ence here. 

Noting  that  England  and  Hungary' 
have  improved  their  financial  ba- 
lance in  recent  years  by  promoting 
tourism  - Hungary  now  gets  15  mil- 
lion tourists  a year  and  England  12 
million  - Shiff  said  that  tourism  to 
Israel  had  declined,  despite  official 
publications  to  the  contrary. 

The  hotel  chain  owner  said  that 
some  20  hotels  in  Israel  are  on  the 
verge  of  bankruptcy'  due  to  index- 
linked,  interest-costing  government 
loans  which  they  cannot  paV:  jManv. 
more  hotels  wifi  find  themselves  in 
this  situation  this  year.  He  added 
that  with  this  kind  of  loan,  no  hotel 
can  be  profitable. 


Shiff  attacked  hoteliers  for  pub- 
lishing prices  much  higher  than  those 
actually  charged  tourist  groups  or 
anyone  coming  through  a travel 
agent-  This  gives  Israel  an  image  of 
an  extremely  expensive  country,  be 
said. 

Shiff  also  attacked  the  health 
ministry  for  publishing  the  results  of 
hotel  checks  in  the  press,  instead  of 
acting  to  solve  the  problems  such  as 
cockroahches  in  luxury  hotel  kitch- 
ens. quietly. 

Shiff  charged  El  AI  with  trying  to 
liquidate  Maof  Airlines,  noting  that 
charter  airlines  have  benefited 
Israeli  tourism.  Their  disappearance 
will  cause  flight  prices  to  soar,  be 
said.

ROSE  GARDEN  CITY.  - The  di- 
plomatic corps  took  a day  off  last 
week  to  see  the  new  and  future 
Israel,  as  conceived  and  executed  by 
industrialist  Stef  Wertheimer. 

A dozen  ambassadors  and  three 
charges  d'affaires,  accompanied  by 
their  wives,  toured  this  newest  of 
Israel's  towns,  in  the  Western 
Galilee,  and  then  viewed  the  nearby 
new  Iscar  factory  in  the  Tefen  in- 
dustrial zone.  Attached  to  this  is  the 
"industrial  kindergarten"1  - another 
Wertheimer  brainchild.  Under  this 
arrangement  high-technology  en- 
trepreneurs can  get  cheap  premises 
and  all  auxiliary  services  for  three 
years.  During  that  time  they  either 
make  eood  and  then  strike  out  on 
their  own.  or  they  go  under. 

There  was  something  for  every- 
body. The  Scandinavians  spotted 
two  Swedish  timber  houses  and  the 
Japanese  ambassador  was  delighted 
to  see  the  lastet  models  of  Japanese 
machine  tools.  The  Swiss  ambassa- 
dor agreed  that  Wertheimer's  con- 
cept of  high-tech  industry  combined 
with  nearby  gracious  residences 
among  the  wooded  hills  of  Galilee  is 
the  nearest  Israel  has  yet  got  to 
becoming  the  "Switzerland  of  the 
Middle  East"  - with  the  sunshine 
thrown  in. 

The  visitors  came  to  Rose  Garden 
City  under  the  auspices  of  the  Fore- 
ign Ministry  and  were  given  explana- 
tions by  Wertheimer. 

He  said  that  Zionism  was  now  in 
its  third  stage.  After  40  years  of 
developing  agriculture  and  engaging 
in  defence  efforts,  the  era  of  high- 
tech  industry,  with  its  high  wages 
and  high  proportion  of  exports  had 
dawned.  It  would  make  Israel  eco- 
nomically independent  while  involv- 
ing the  Arabs  as  partners.  He  stres- 
sed that  Arab  families  were  welcome 
to  settle  in  the  new  town  and  that  two 
are  already  building  bouses  there. 
The  heads  of  the  two  Arab  families 
work  in  his  Iscar  factories,  which 
make  hard  metal  tools  and  turbine 
blades. 

Wertheimer  added  that  the  high 
quality  of  life  in  Rose  Garden  City 
was  likely  to  attract  yordim  and  that 
25  families  had  already  returned 
from  abroad  to  settle  there.

they  built  themselves.  Another  120 
houses  are  under  construction. 
When  the  first  phase  is  completed, 
the  city  is  expected  to  have  1.000 
families. 

The  school  is  the  first  public  facil- 
ity already  working,  having  been  put 
up  in  a record  three  months.  The 
children  were  intrigued  by  the  visit 
of  ambassadors  "from  the  countries 
we  learn  about." 

At  the  Iscar  plant  Wertheimer 
pointed  to  the  hilltops  stretching 
from  Tefen  to  Carmiel  and  said  he 
foresaw  "each  of  them  housing  a 
high-tech  industry  community  pro- 
ducing $100  million  worth  of  exports 
a year  soon." 


Inside  the  plant  eight  big  new 
Flexible  Manufacturing  System 
(FMS)  machines,  bought  in  Japan 
for  S250.000  each,  work  round  the 
clock,  designing  and  manufacturing 
hard  metal  tools. 

, They  are  the  first  of  their  kind  sold  a 
outside  Japan.  Wertheimer  told  th*T 
ambassador,  who  wondered  what 
Israel  got  out  of  the  futuristic 
machines,  “90  per  cent  added  value, 
and  Japan  is  our  best  customer  for 
their  products." 

He  also  said  that  he  wanted  to 
show  the  Arabs,  first  in  Israel  and 
then  around  us.  “that  we  have  a 
common  battle  to  fight  - to  pene- 
trate the  markets  of  the  industrial- 
ized countries  and  not  fight  each 
other."  He  asked  the  visiting  ambas- 
sadors “not  for  your  countries' 
purees,  but  for  your  know-how  and 
marketing  opportunities." 

At  the  industrial  park,  financed  by 
the  government,  the  first  of  IS  to  20 
embryo  higb-tech  firms  have  already 
moved  in.  The  Adimec  precision 
steel  casting  foundry  will  soon  be 
joined  by  other  firms.  i 

Wertheimer  stressed  his  philoso-'^ 
phy  was  to  make  do  with  as  little 
government  help  as  possible,  relying 
rather  on  enterprise  and  resourceful- 
ness. He  expected  his  model,  now 
actually  working,  to  blaze  the  trail 
for  Israel's  future.  The  country’s 
image  would  then  be  one  “not  of 
oranges  and  textiles,  but  of  high- 
quality  products,  made  by  Jewish 
and  Arab  engineers  and  workers, 
producing  in  harmony." 


Tourism  from  Germany  up  by  15  per  cent 


By  HAIM  SHAPIRO 
German  tourists  spent  some  106 
million  German  marks  (IS17.6  bil- 
lion) in  Israel  during  the  first  six 
months  of  this  year,  according  to 
Yitzhak  Zeroni  of  the  German  Tour- 
ist Office  in  Tel  Aviv. 

Zeroni,  who  explained  that  the 
figure  came  from  the  German  Feder- 
al Bank,  also  noted  that  during  the 


first  eight  months  of  1984,  about 
S3. 600  German  tourists  visited 
Israel.  This,  he  said,  was  15  per  cent 
more  than  during  the  same  periodbf 
1983.  ' 

■ 

October  in  particular,  he  said,  was 
a very  good  month  for  tourism  from 
Germany.  He  predicted  that  barring 
any  untoward  incident  or  event,  the 
increase  would  continue.

As  usual,  there  are  two  ways  of 
viewing  the  overall  20  percent  rise  in 
the  non-bank  index.

Retail  chains  oppose  Smiting  credit  to  80  days

At  an  emergency  meeting  at  the 
1 Fedora  tion  of  Israeli  Chambers  of 

- Commerce  building,  the  five  net- 
works (which  claim  they  handle  40  to 

■ 50  per  cpm  of  all  retail  sales  in  the 

- country.  the  Co-op  chain,  the 
' Hamaslibir  Lazarchan  (both  belong 
1 to  the'  HistadruO,  the  Shekem 

t Ministry  of  Defence ).  and  Supersol 
' and  Kol-Bo  Shalom  (both  private) 
claimed  that  if  the  government  went 
ahead  with  it  comprehensive  “freez- 
ing" plan,  then  everything  most  be 
frozen,  including  credit  terms. 

'“If  the  price'  of  retail  items  is 
frozen,  yet  the  terms  of  credit  are 
worsened  by  being  shortened  from 
between  45  to  60  "days  to  only  30, 
that  means  an  impossible  finan- 
cial burden  will  be  placed  on  these 
rerailcrs."  Avner  Ben-Yakar,  chair- 
man of  the  federation,  said. 

This  same  theme  was  taken  up  at 
length  by  the  heads  of  three  net- 
works. Benny  Gaon  (head  of  the 
Gush  Dan  to-op).  Sbmusl.  Eyal 
(head  of  Hamashbir  Lazarchan), 
and  Shai  Mayer  (head  of  KOl-Bo 
Shalom).  All  three  insisted  that  they 
were  speaking  also  in  the  name  of 


the  heads  of  Shekem  and  Supersol, 
who  could  not  be  present. 

Gaon  said  that  at  present  the 
before-tax  profits  of  the  Co-op  were 
only  0.7  per  cent,  at  Shekem  they 
were  only  1.2  per  cent  and  at 
Hamashbir  l.S  per  cent.  At  Super- 
sol,  the  figure  was  2 per  cent,  while 
no  figures  were  given  for  Koi-Bo 
Shalom. 

The  main  complaint  of  the  speak- 
ers was  that  if  they  bought  from  the 
wholesalers  an  item  which  took  two 
or  three  months  to  sell,  and  the  price 
of  this  item  was  fixed,  they  would  be 

forced  to  sell  it  at  below-cost  in  the 

■ 

second  and  third  month.  In  the  first 
month  they  would  make  a small 
profit  or  break  even,  since  they 
could  include  the  estimated  inflation 
for  the  first  month.  But  since  the 
price  was  fixed,  they  would  be  selling 
merchandise  below  cost  in  the 
second  and  third  month,  since  they 
could  not  add  the  cost  of  inflation. 

However,  the  speakers  did  admit 
that  65  per  cent  of  all  items  they 
bought  today  were  on  credit  for  30 
days  or  less.  But  the  oLher  35  per 
cent  of  the  items  often  took  months 
to  sell,  and  they  would  lose  money. 

Although  they  did  not  say  so 
openly,  they  expressed  the  fear  that 
if  credit  terms  were  limited  to  30 
days,  they  could  not  see  their  way  to 
becoming  an  effective-  part  -of  any 
package  deal.  Moreover,  they 
charged  that  they  would  also  face 
harsh  conditions  if  a recession  hit  the 
countrv.  since  manv  consumers

prices  are  listed,  in  keeping  with  the 
regulations. 

But  there  are  ways  of  getting 
around  the  regulations. A luxury 
Jerusalem  hotel  thi^  week  had  the 
official  price  list  on  the  coffee-shop 
table,  with  a cup  of  coffee  listed  at 
1S426.  But  when  a guest  asked  for 
"coffee,"  what  he  received  was  a 
small  pot.  listed  on  a different  menu 
at  Si  .50.  Though  the  price  difference 
is  not  even  verv  creat.  this  minor 


deception  still  leaves  a bad  taste  in 
one's  mouth. 

Amir  revealed  that  the  ministry  is 
also  about  to  control  the  mark-up  on 
»ine  in  hotel  restaurants. 

Ironically,  the  price  ceilings  have 
made  the  price  of  coffee  and  light 
drinks  in  luxury  hotels  lower  than 
the  prices  in  some  local  cafes.  It  is 
not  unusual  to  see  the  hotel  coffee 
shops  jammed  with  local  residents. 
But  the  cafes  don't  seem  to  be  suffer- 
ing from  a dearth  of  business  either.

shops,  which,  even  if  they  received 
the  same  credit  terms  as  the  net- 
works, could  still  sell  cheaper  since 
these  small  shops  avoided  paying  full 
income  tax  and  VAT. 

Several  of  the  speakers  said  that 
they  believed  the  government  was 
being  pressured  into  this  step  by  the 
Manufacturers  Association.  (Both 
the  Manufacturers  and  the  Cham- 
bers of  Commerce  are  members  of 
the  Coordinating  Committee  of  the 
Economic  Organizations,  which  is 
headed  by  Eli  Hurvitz  - also  bead  of 
the  Manufactures  Association  - 
who  is  negotiating  with  the  govern- 
ment and  the  Histadrut  on  the  pack- 
age deal.) 

The  spokesman  for  the  Manufac- 
turers Association  said  yesterday 
that  he  didn’t  even  know  if  the 
matter  of  limiting  credits  to  30  days 
had  been  discussed  at  all.  But  he 
added  "nobody  can  expect  us  to 
grant  credits  of  45  to  60  days.  We 
loose  money  by  giving  such  long 
credits,  and  we  cannot  continue  to 
do  so.”
